dent of the State University of 
Iowa, described to 264 mid-year 
graduates of the University o] 
Nebraska a creed for mastering 
what he termed "the greatest un- 
solved problem of our time." 
The articles of this creed, he 
said, are: "The dignity of the 
brotherhood of man. the Golden 
Rule, the' fatherhood of God." 
Dr. Hancher was introduced by 
Janet Steffen, senior class repre- 
sentative from Norfolk.

Selleck presided at the com- 
mencement exercises and con- 
ferred the degrees. 


THE DIGNITY of the individ- 
ual," Dr. Hancher told graduates, 
"demands that he be free and 
that he be responsible." 
"The most dangerous threat to 
our society — even in its eco- 
nomic aspects," he declared, "is 
not Communism. It is anarchy — 
that anarchy of soul, that lack of 
character, that fatal flaw, which 
makes men unworthy of trust and 
confidence."

of God. he said recog nition of 
Ihe.'se principles 
“binds 
us to 
work for the elimination of w'ar 
as an in.slrument of policy in 
every nation of the world.” 


HE CONTINUED by pointing 
out that “blind prejudice, blind 
partisanship, blind and malcvo-

“ Where they exist,” Dr. H an­ 
cher said, “no society can be 
secure and no society can sur­ 
vive.”

Credit for the map goes to 
James 
H. 
Pickering, 1930 
graduate 
of 
the • university, 


past editor of the "Awgwan," 
campus humor magazine later 
replaced by the "Cornshucks" 
and finally discontinued alto- 
gether. He was a member of 
Sigma Alpha Epsilon Fratern- 
ity. Mr. Pickering is now ex- 
ecutive vice president of Amos 
Parrish and Co., in New York 
City. 


The title on the front of the 
map reads "Ye mappe of Ye 
Good old University of Ne- 
braska, 
and 
adjacent 
parts 
... in dear olde Lincoln, Ne- 


braska.'1 And further down it 
reads "No matter what you're 
looking for—you'll find it on 
the Map!" 
And that's a fact. There's a 


drawing of ex-footoall coach 
Dana X. Bible standing in a 
cow pasture-like stadium, and 
tennis players cavorting where 
Burnett Hall now stands. And 
the space between 12th and 
14th 
Streets (where Student 


Health and the Junior Divis- 
ion offices are now located) is 
marked "The New Mall." Gov. 
Charles W. Bryan (f931-'35) is 
shown inspecting the glittering 
gilded dome of the State Cap- 
itol "one of 
the 
nation's 


finest," and women phys-ed 


students are "phys-cdding" in

bloomers 
and

length black socks. 


Sixteenth Street was known

Coming improvements (noted 


on the 1931 map) were marked 
by an X with "so-and-so will 
build here." Only one of these 
X's holds true today . . . the 
women's dorm was built where 
it was planned in 1931. 


Old "U" Hall, probably best 
remembered of all the uni- 
versity buildings, housed the 


Daily Nebraska!! (now pub- 
lished three times a week) and 
the Cornhusker yearbook 
of- 


fice. No mention was made of 
the Student Union now at the 
corner of 14th and R. Student 
activities were carried on at 
the Coluse'im. 


And notice, if you please, the 


e.ist side of North 15th Street 
which is now the site of con- 
struction of the modeun new 
dormitories for men. And note 
also the bushes 
between 
the 


Social Sciences Building and 
Teachers College which have 
been replaced by the 
four- 


floored Love Memorial Library, 
completed in 1941. 


Some things don't change, 


however. Freshmen still buy 
their bennies at Ben Simons, 
Ellen Smith Hall still stands

Along this same line, a couple 
pages torn from the 1926 edition 
of University of Nebraska Stu- 
dent's hand book recall pro- 
tocol demanded of Nebraska 
coeds.

"A Nebraska pirl's Creed: I 
believe that satin pumps, lace 
stockings, feather hats, silk or 
velvet dresses, high heels, net 
or georgette blouses are not 
appropriate at school."

ment. The same system operates to save 
time, an increasingly precious commodity, 


for the doctor. Tho phenomenal growth of 
hospitalization plans has also contributed to 
thp mushrooming demand for service. 


Finally, the steady stream of improved 


medical and surgical equipment makes the 
race with obsolescence breathtaking. Lin-

• the highest efficiency. The new corporation 
will provide the mechanics for funneling 
contributions of all kinds into funds, for ad- 
ditional bed capacity, plant improvements, 
modernized equipment, promotion of larger 
nursing corps, and the like.

Korean Treaty a Safeguard 


Americans who may have been a bit un- 


easy over the U.S.-South Korean mutual 
defense treaty just approved by the Senate 
can be assured that it is actually a safeguard 
against reopening of the war from either di- 
rection. And it has other advantages. 
This 


treaty was necessary in order to get the 
Hhee regime to go along with an armistice, 
without which the war might still be in a 
shooting stage because of the justifiable fear 
of armed Communism to the north. 


Even now there are intimations of a 


threat of renewed combat in Korea. Presi- 
dent Rhee has reiterated that he would put 
his troops into battle again if the Chinese 
didn't get out and give the Koreans a chance 
to. work at reuniting their country. 
The 


Chinese haven't left, nor has any political 
conference yet been scheduled. 
* 


But the new treaty provides that the 


United States isn't obliged to act except in 


case of aggression against South Korea. "We 
are not responsible for any attempt to drive 
the enemy out of North Korea. And despite 
Rhee's fiequent contentions to the contrary, 
it is obvious that no such move of his would 
get anywhere without military support. 
Hence the treaty tends to make such an at- 
tempt unlikely. 


Finally, the pact carries a message to 


Communism and to the world. It makes it 
clear that an unprovoked attack on South 
Korea won't be tolerated. There can be no 
more of the confusion that developed when 
American troops were -withdrawn 
from 


Korea early in 1049 and the peninsula de- 
clared outside our defense perimeter. 
The 


prompt reaction of the U.N—which meant 
principally the U.S.—to the attack had a 
surprise value it can never have again. The 
pledge of aid to an invaded South Korea is 
free for all the world to note, alongside our 
assurance of taking no part In aggression.

$15,000 insurance contract with I 
that $450. If his promotion fails 
(mid 90 per cent of them do), I 
he will take a loss he can't af- 
ford. And if it succeeds, he will continue on 
his road of unsound speculation, eventually 
getting nowhere economically. 


For over 20 years I have lectured at edu- 
cational institutions on corporation finance. 
I have spent more time talking about the 
element, risk, than any other subject. The 
understanding of risk in all its ramifications 
needs to be carried into the security mar- 
ket places ol America. 
The first few hundred or thousand dol- 


lars a person saves should carry a minimum 
of risk. That is precious money. It can be 
the balance-wheel of one's economic and 
social life. Of course, a savings bank ac- 
count and an insurance program 
should 


anchor everything.*

NOW. WHEN AN INVESTOR buys pro- 


motion stocks for 15 cents a share, he should 
examine carefully the bases of that capital- 
ization. Usually he never does. What are 
those bases? There aie three:

But the 
promoters 'hook' the public by their optim- 
ism about the asset value of their and or 
ideas. 


Readers of these lines who are tempted 
to buv a lot of low-priced promotion shares 
should delve deeply into the methods used 
in establishing share prices. 


For example, an uranium company plans 
to see b.Uuu.l/OU common snares at 15 cents a 
share. If sold, they will bring $750,000. The 
promotcis will probably collect a commis- 
sion of 20 per cent or $150,000. Prospective 
purchasers of these shares should diligently 
inquire into the real value of the property 
being capitalized. Is it worth $600,000 after 
promoters' commissions or $60,000?

I HAVE BEEN a free lance 24 years. Dur- 


ing this time I have answered hundreds of 
letters from disappointed and disillusioned 
promotion stockholders who have lost mil- 
lions of dollars. The heartbreaking letters 
still come in. 


America is great because of her risk- 
taking citizens. But the pathetic thing about 
some promotions is that the money em- 
ployed in them is furnished by the wrong 
people. 
Until the average investor has a $5,000 


sound investment program established and 
$10,000 of cash and insurance values in his 
possession, he should have nothing to do 
with promotion. 


I think that many uranium, oil, and nat- 
ural gas promotions are badly' conceived. 
The promoters play upon the gullible and 
improvident instincts of thousands of people 
u ho have never boon grounded in the prin- 
ciples of thrift, saving and investment.

ROBERT S. ALLEN Reports 
New Development in Tideland Oil 


WASHINGTON—There is an intriguing 


development behind that latest round the 
Supreme Court opens next \veek in the long 
battle of state vs federal ownership of tide- 
land oil. 
For the first time, Justices 


Robert Jackson and Tom Clark 
did not disqualify themselves 
from a case involving this is- 
sue. 


Nolhing was said 
officially 
about this significant shift The 
August tribunal never makes 
such 
announcements. There- 


fore, just what the switch por- 
tends is known only to the 
"Nine 
Old 
Men"—and 
they 
AH™ 
aren't talking, yet! 


The action of the two jurists is particu- 
larly interesting because Chief Justice Earl 
Warren did disqualify himself. 


He did that on the ground that as gov- 
ernor of California he was a leading advo- 
cate of state ownership .of these immensely 
viiluable oil resources. Jackson and Clark 
had previously take.n similar stands owing 
to their having fought for federal owner- 
ship as atlorneys general in the Roosevelt 
and Truman cabinets. 


But they reversed themselves, on the new 


tideland case that will be argued before the 
court next week. While Warren withdrew, 
Jackson and Clark counted themselves in. 


That could mean a lot of things, or little. 
It depends on what the eight sitting Justices 
do on the unusual issue before them. 


Their decision will make legal history. 
THE DETAILS—The background is a» 


follows: 


In three previous historic cases, the Su- 


preme Court overruled claims by California, 
Louisiana and Texas and held in favor of 
federal ownership. Last year, Congress, on 
the recommendation of President Eisen- 
hower, passed a law that set aside those de- 
cisions and gave the prize to the states. 


Whereupon, Rhode Island and Alabama 
loimally petitioned the Supreme Court to 
pronounce that action illegal. Montana, Ken- 
tucky and several other states have signified 
intention to make similar requests. 
This development is a direct counter- 


attack by the "federalists" on the victory 
won by the "states' righters" in Congress. 
The new battle is still in a very early 
stage. What the court will deliberate next 
week will be the very 
limited 
juridical 


question of whether it should consider this 
case; that is, whether the court will permit 
these states to seek "redress' against Con- 
gress. 
Only if the Court rules in favor of per- 
mitting these states to intercede, will the 
door be open for them to attack the legality 
of the congressional act.

Found Profitable for Farmers 


Hatcherymen 
Feel Poultry 
Interest Higher

Not long ago the chirp of baby 


Chicks was as much a sign of the 
arrival of spring as the first 
robin and the 
urge to break 
earth for a garden 
In recent years, however, more 


farmers have found they can 
make more money by starting 
chicks soon after the first of the 
>ear. This enables them to get 
eggs on the market during the 
jast six months of the year In 
1952 
egg prices in the nation 
averaged 35 per cent higher dur- 
ing the last six months than dur- 
ing the first half year 
" And with increased popular- 
ly of broiler production forced 
feeding of young chickens for

Roscoe 
Hill, Lincoln 
hatcheryman and president of 
the Egg and

AS A REBUILT, the former 
concentration of spring activity 
In hatcheries has been spread 
around the calendar 
With the 


big demand starting early in 


January, most Nebraska hatch- 
eries are pulling future friers 
out of their incubators at a rapid 
clip by now 
' By Feb 1, more people will 
be interested in chicks eveiy 
day," Hill comments
